BRITISH LAND 
MURINES FOR 


Details of Massacre of Of­ 
ficials By Natives of 
Sinarango Told 


(By United Press) 
SYDNEY, N. S. W.. 
O ct 
27.— 
British marines from the 
cruiser 
Adelaide have landed on Malalta, 
an island of the Solomon group, and 
are preparing to advance on the vil­ 
lage of Sinarango, where two B rit­ 
ish officials and several constables 
were massacred early in October, 
according to 
radio 
advices 
from 
Tulagi. 
W hite and 
native 
police 
have 
joined the m arines and are ready to 
begin the march Into the hills, re­ 
ports say. 
Coincident w ith news of the pend­ 
ing attack, the first official report 
of the m assacre was received here 
today. 
The report explained that 
D is­ 
trict Tax Collector Bell and Cadet 
Lillies, accompanied by a body of 
native constables, had visited the 
village to collect taxes 
from 
hill 
tribesmen. 
W hile Bell was examining a tax 
receipt, he w as struck over the head 
with a rifle and killed. 
At the sam e time, three other na­ 
tives, armed w ith knives, sprang up­ 
on Lillies, who was defended by the 
constables. 
The constables were overwhelm­ 
ed. 
From 200 to SOO natives then join­ 
ed the attacking party, hacking at 
tho governm ent men with axes and 
knives and shooting arrows.

three wounded constables escaped.

$30,000Worth 
Diamonds Are

After gaining adm ittance to the 
store the pair of robbers hung in 
front of the vault an oil cloth 
painted to represent the front of 
the vault and were shielded from 
passersby. 
All diamonds in the vault were 
taken by the robbers.

floor. 
An employe of a garage told po­ 
lice he saw two men leave the 
blue sedan while another stayed 
with 
the 
automobile. 
Thinking

tified police. 
The police failed to 
find any indication of the robbery.

framed sermons, arranged replies 
to the men who attacked him. 
It 
WM said of him he was never idle, 
though 
he 
accounted 
that 
time 
which he gave to studying and 
experimenting w ith his phlogistic 
theory a recreation. 
An interest 
In electricity started him upon ths 
route 
which 
led 
to 
hie 
fame, 
brought him into an acquaintance 
with 
Benjamin 
Franklin, 
Volta 
and 
others. 
After 
hearing 
a 
course of lectures on electricity he 
experimented on his own and rose 
to a position of authority so that 
he was ranked w ith Lavoisier, to 
whom he communicated his dis­ 
covery. 
It was the latter who 
gave the name "oxygen” to the gas 
which Priestley found. 
T hat 
was 
Priestley, 
a 
man 
persecuted for his religious views, 
hampered by poverty and refusing 
to accept a government pension, 
and yet as Burke said of him the 
“most happy of men and the most 
to

envied."

ITALIANS PLR

TO NORTH POLE 


fly United Frees) 
ROME. Oct. 27.—An all-Italian 
expedition 
will 
leave 
Clampino 
airfield the first week of April for 
Spltrhergen to establish a 
base 
from which to explore, by dirigible, 
the two and a half million square 
miles of unknown territory around 
the north 
pole, 
Gen. 
Umberto 
Nobile, who 
flew 
with 
Roald 
Amundsen over the pole a year 
ago, told the United Press in an 
Interview here. 
The dirigible which Nobile will 
use is practically ready at Ciam- 
plno airfield, where it has under­ 
gone 
modifications 
suggested 
by 
the 1926 flight. 
"We will be able to start for 
the north pole the first week of 
April if all goes well with our 
preparations," 
Nobile said. 
"We 
will follow a different route from 
the previous occasion 
when 
we 
flew across France and England. 
This time we will cross the Alps 
and fly over Germany and Russia 
to Kpltzbergen, where we will es­ 
tablish our base. 
The expedition will be all-Italian 
and will include 16 or 17 members. 
'W e will make a 
number 
of 
flights over the 2.500.000 square 
miles of totally unexplored te rri­ 
tory about the pole. 
We expect 
to spend the entire summer in the 
north.”

Fast Flying 


A South American entomologist, 
Dr. C. H. T. Townsend, recently 
made some interesting statem ents 
to 
the 
Pan-American scientific 
congress concerning the speed in 
flight of a fly belonging to the 
genus Cephenemyia. 
This fly, 
which 
in the adult 
stage looks a good deal like a 
bumblebee, is in its larvel stage a 
parasite in the noses or throats of 
certain species of deer. 
Doctor 
Townsend 
says 
the 
fly is the 
sw iftest of all created things, and 
he estim ates that it can fly four 
hundred yards in a second, or more 
than 800 miles an hour. 
“You see no form as they pass, 
but only a momentary 
blur 
or 
streak of color." 
Professor Town­ 
send 
suggests that, lf airplanes 
could be made to fly a t this pace, 
one could circumvolate the earth 
at the latitude of New York be­ 
tween dawn and dusk of a single 
midsummer day. 
He adds: 
“It 
is certain th at w hat has been a t­ 
tained by animals In the way of 
locomotion can be equalled by m a­ 
chines. 
The whole m atter is a 
problem in mechanics.” 
And he 
advises a careful study of the m e­ 
chanical principles involved In the 
structure 
of the 
Cephenemyia.— 
Youth’s Companion.

thousands who acclaimed him. 
Miserendlno felt an artist’s ex 
altation. 
’I knew,” he related, “ 
had found a subject that would 
ever challenge my skill. 
I knew, 
too, th at for this man my adm ira­ 
tion 
and my 
love never would 
wane.” 
Ho has been doing sculpture, of 
Roosevelt over since. 
Ono imago after another of the 
man who captured his imagination 
has been fashioned by the artist. 
Every tim* he completes a new 
one, he feels be has come a little 
closer to his final goaL 
That goal 
is to create a statue of Roosevelt 
that w ill' be as perfect in sculp 
tural attainm ent as the Venus de 
Milo or th# Winged Victory—one 
that portrays to the fullest all the 
Roosevelt 
fineness 
of 
character, 
personality, 
courage, 
and 
vital 
force.

GEORGE V. INVADES CHICAGO 


THEODORE ROOSEVELT, THE ELDER 


Today is the anniversary of the birth of the late 
Theodore Roosevelt. 
Mr. Roosevelt probably im­ 
pressed his day and generation to a greater de­ 
gree than any other man who hhs lived in modern 
times. 
We do not mean by this that he was the 
greatest man nor that necessarily his influence will 
be a growing influence or more lasting than oth­ 
ers. but his strenuous activity, his oracular and dog­ 
matic methods, his versatility and his genius were 
in such a constant state of eruption and so appealed 
to the imagination that he carried the great mass 
of the people with him wherever he went. whatever 
he did, and whatever he said. 
He had the spirit 
of the deepest patriotism, justice and square deal­ 
ing dominated his life, brave to the point of fool­ 
hardiness. he personified the best and biggest in this 
great, growing pioneering swift-moving frontier na­ 
tion of the new world. 
Mr. Roosevelt was a strange mixture at heart, of 
the statesman, the scholar, the cowboy and the 
sportsman. 
It was natural for him to think “pre­ 
paredness.** He had been out on the western plain 
when a “shooting iron" was as necessary as a horse. 
The necessity of being armed had become a part 
of his nature. 
He lived more completely in the 
age of physical contests and conflict and force than 
any man who has approached the character of states­ 
man in our republic in the last seventy-five years. 
Those who are anxious to build up a large navy 
and army find the life and sayings of Roosevelt of 
great help. 
We wonder what Roosevelt himself 
would say now and do now in the light of condi­ 
tions across the sea. 
We rather believe that Mr. 
Roosevelt would take the position that as long as 
national difficulties are to be decided by the arbitra­ 
ment of the sword that we should keep the sword 
sham, polished and handy. 
But, on the other 
hand, we believe that his eminent fairness and sense 
of justice would prompt him to say that all must 
be treated alike; that we cannot condemn France 
for ‘‘preparedness’’ when we are spending our money 
and energy in that direction. 
He would insist that 
if it is right for us, it is right for Russia and Ger­ 
many and other countries. 
On the other hand, he 
was not a man who would pray one way and act 
another. 
He was not a man who talked like St. 
Paul on Sunday and like Caesar on Monday. 
He 
believed in masterful leadership and if he were 
convinced that it was time for any nation or group 
of nations to abolish war as an instrument of set­ 
tling disputes he would apply that thought to our 
own nation and insist that we lead out in that di­ 
rection. 
The United States occupies a vastly different po­ 
sition today in the world than if did when Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt entered upon his masterful public 
career. We can take a position today for a world 
court, for a federation of nations, for peace, for 
the settlement of disputes of all kinds without re­ 
sort to force, and not be charged with cowardice 
or pusillanimity. 
It is entirely possible that Mr. 
Roosevelt would now have recognized that civili­ 
zation had reached the time when he could advo­ 
cate turning the sword into the plow-share and the 
spear into the pruning hook. 
He is the kind of a 
man under such circumstances to have decided 
emphatically and to have entered upon such a 
course bravely and with cyclonic power. 
His activities in relation to the Hague Tribunal 
and his acceptance of responsibility for peaceful 
settlement distinctly proves this. 
There can never be in our generation another 
world war without the tacit approval of Great 
Britain or the United States. 
Their attitude of 
mind and relationship by example and authority to 
other and particularly the weaker nations of the 
earth will be the determining factor in world con­ 
flict. 
A new age demands new ideas and equally 
dear and forceful leadership.

PROFIT FROM ENGLAND’S EXPERI­ 
ENCE 


It is a horrible plot which William Hale Thomp­ 
son, mayor of Chicago, has exposed in the re 
moval of Superintendent McAndrew of the depart­ 
ment of education. The country is half inclined to 
treat it seriously because of the testimony that is 
being presented at the hearing for his removal. An 
ex-justice of the Supreme Court of Oregon by the 
name of Bausman has been brought in to testify to 
what he knows about it all, and he charges that 
Washington’s portrait has been taken out of the 
school books, and that the gloss has been taken off 
from many of our heroes. AII this is being surrep­ 
titiously done, says the man who styles himself a 
modern Paul Revere, so that England again may 
come to control the United States. 
It seems hardly 
possible that 
anyone should 
take stock in such absurdities, and yet the electorate 
of Chicago chooses a man for mayor who stands 
on that absurd platform. 
If Dean Ingle wants evi­ 
dence for the failure of democracy, he will find it 
conspicuously home out by what is going on in 
Chicago at the present time. 
Here is the second 
city in the United States making itself a spectade 


j before the world for a political stupidity which 


I would be a disgrace to a kindergarten. 
And the 


j pity of it all is that the whole country is made ri­ 
diculous by such stupidity. 
We suspect that one of the great privileges of a 
democracy is that every man and every political 
constituency have an inalienable right to make fools 
of themselves; but it is pretty hard on those who 
still retain a modicum of common sense, and those 
who are made the victims of a ghastly joke in 
which they have had no share. All it requires is that 
a man like Thompson shall fling decency to the 
winds, indulge in the veriest tommy-rot, and con­ 
sciously play the buffoon and the demagogue. 
We 
like to think that Chicago is exceptional. 
But we 
wonder if it is. 
Every student of politics has teen 
the Thompson type pull the wool over the eyes of a 
majority of the people, to the disgust of the self­ 
respecting element, and at a tremendous cost to the 
good name of a state or a city. 
It is in part the 
penalty we have to pay for freedom. 
The story is told of a man who used to testify 
in Henry Ward Beecher’* prayer meeting in Brook­ 
lyn many years ago. 
One evening, in the exhil­ 
aration of religious emotion, he shouted, " 0 breth­ 
ren and sisters, I could lay my red head in Jesus’ 
bosom.” 
To which Beecher remarked, “Neverthe­ 
less, I believe in prayer meetings.’’ 
In spite of the 
Thompsons and the absurdities perpetrated in Chi­ 
cago, we still believe in democracy. 


Finding the Average Man Has Its 
Disappointment

England is in the throes of a local option cam­ 
paign. 
Representatives of all parties are joining in 
furthering the cause. 
Among the speakers at a 
meeting for local option in Manchester recently were 
Lord Astor. Professor Gilbert Murray and Philip 
Snowden. 
The fact that Lord Astor, a conserva­ 
tive. and Philip Snowden, a Laborite, spoke from 
the same platform was quite significant. 
Lord As­ 
tor did not hesitate to point out the reason for the 
conservative party’s negligence in respect to tem­ 
perance. 
He says it is “not that we are wicked, 
not that we are stupid” but it is due to the fact that 
the drink trade has too much influence. 
Profes­ 
sor Gilbert Murray who presided at this particular 
meeting also pointed out some interesting observa­ 
tions on conditions here in America. 
He said that 
he had stayed at places in the United States where 
prohibition was accepted as a matter of course. He 
said at these places no one would offer whisky 
any more than he would offer opium. 
He said he 
had stayed at other places where the bootlegger 
called as regularly as the milkman. 
But he found 
nobody to deny that the dry areas were cleaner, 
sweeter, and other things equal, more prosperous. 
He then declared it was impossible for America to 
go backward and, difficult or not, must go for­ 
ward. 
Mr. Snowden emphasized the need of local op­ 
tion by declaring that national saving, an encour­ 
agement to trade, came not from the drinkers but 
from those who abstain from drink. 
At the con­ 
clusion of the meeting, they passed a resolution de­ 
manding of parliament that “people shall be em­ 
powered to protect themselves against the liquor 
traffic in their own localities by their direct votes.” 
It is entirely possible that England in the fight 
dint she is waging to take the first step through 
which most of our states passed years ago will 
bring to the younger generation in America a clear­ 
er realization of what rive drink traffic is and what 
it rn doing than the discussions we are having in 
this country. 
We only need to visualize the con­ 
ditions as they are described by the English speak­ 
ers to have it beta die generation that is growing up 
m America that aas never known what the legalized 
traffic really is. 


A lot of people are going to be disappointed over 
the result of the American Magazine's expedition In 
search of "the average man.” A great deal of In­ 
genuity was exercised by William S. Dutton. In 
charge of the lnvestffcatlon. He factored the popu­ 
lation by states and cities, triangulated the area, 
took cultures of various social elements, put every­ 
thing Into an eeny, meany, min; mo ma bine, and 
out popped Roy L. Gray of Fort Madison, Iowa 
Now, Mr. Gray is undoubtedly an estimable citi­ 
zen. He Is the owner of a 
"one man” 
business, 
which he operates without help. 
He Is the pres­ 
ident of the Chamber of Commerce, a member of the 
Elks, Odd Fellows and Rotary Club. 
But with all 
these things to recommend him a lot of us will be 
sorry that he has been designated. For most of us 
have cherished a aer ret hope now knocked into a 
cocked hat. 
When distinctions and 
emoluments 
have 
been 
passed to the chosen few the rest of us have salved 
our disappointment In the belief that after all the 
average man Is the fellow who 
runs 
the 
world. 
Modesty has prevented most of us from saying 
much about It, but when oratoi* and writers eulo­ 
gized the average man no one of us l ad doubt as 
to who was meant. 
Now we find that we were mistaken. 
The aver­ 
age man is Roy Gray of Fort Madison. Iowa. And a 
few million persons who had been flattering them­ 
selves cannot claim even a near average. 
For they 
do not own so much as a one-man business, they are 
not presidents of chambers of commerce and com­ 
paratively few can b« members of Rotary Clubs. 
Well, another fond dream 
is 
shattered. 
But 
think of the heavy responsibility put upon Fort Mad­ 
ison, Iowa, and Mr. Gray. There Is nothin' left for 
the rest of us to do but to wash our hands of It and 
let the world wobble along as best It can under his 
guidance.

BULKY FOOD HELP8 KEEP DIGESTION

More and more we are inclining toward meat, 
eggs, sugars and fats, and less and less toward 
vegetables, fruits and bulkier foods. 
The ordinary time required for food to be digested 
and pass through the body is from two and one- 
half to four days. If the food passes through too 
rapidly the body does not absorb properly the qual­ 
ities that It should get from the food. 
Cereals Nearly All Absorbed 
Physicians analyzed various food -ubstances In 
relation to the amount of indigestible residue that 
they contain. 
The grains or cereals and the fine, 
white flours have had most of the indigestible resi­ 
dues removed. They are almost completely digested 
and absorbed. 
Meats, including fowl, fish and 
shell 
fish 
are 
almost completely digested. 
It is found that dogs 
fed almost wholly on meat may have only one 
excretion in five days. 
The animala chew bones 
with their meat and thus obtain Indigestible residua 
Eggs, milk, sugars and fats are also almost com­ 
pletely digested and absorbed. 
The lack of sufficient bulk In the diet and the 
abuse of the use of cathartics are believed to be re­ 
sponsible for many of our difficulties of digestion. 
A normal amount of bulk will help the process and 
will not give rise to the irritative disorders that re­ 
sult from the abuse of Cathartics. 
A person who eats the proper food 
In 
proper 
amounts and who has regulated his Intestinal action 
will have one normal bowel action daily without any 
artificial assistance. 
Cathartics can be used whenever the person Is suf­ 
fering from the absorption 
of Intestinal 
poisons. 
Spoiled foods cause intestinal distress, and must 
be eliminated rapidly. 
In infectious diseases most physicians empty the 
intestinal tract because the intoxication tends to 
diminish its action. 
Following surgical operations 
the intestines may need ald. A proper amount of 
water will be found of assistance.

fighting. It has had only sixteen 
such years since Dias, and eight of 
these have been relatively peace­ 
ful.

UT the standards of the past no 
longer apply. Five years of ir­ 
resolution after the war was too 
long for Europe. The

will 
walt on China for a little while, but 
not again for 
centuries. 
Mexico 
must work out some tolerable basis 
of living with Itself and with other 
nations, and must do it soon. The 
unlimited right of anarchy can no
